A public meeting is sched-

This Bill was placed be- 
fore the Assembly at the last 
session of the Provincial 
Legislature, It was taken 
through second reading and 
Committee as a whole, and 
at that time the Minister 
advised the Housethat 
further action would be de- 
layed until the next session 
(1969) of the Legislature, 
The Minister's purpose in 
delaying the Bill was to en- 
sure that all concerned Loc- 
al Authorities and individu- 
als would have ample oppor- 
tunity to study the Bill, and 
in each Health Unit area to 
review and discuss it at an 
open meeting with members 
of the senior staf of the 
Department of Health, 
UNDER THE NEW ACT: 

- the present health units 
would be replaced by larger 
health regions administered 
and operated by alocal board 
with medical, dental and 
other 
personnel being furnished by 
the Province (but clerical
